CITIZENS OPEN FORUM - SIGN IN PRIOR TO BEGINNING OF OPEN FORUM 


The following matters were presented for consideration of the Board. 

-Colin Fredericks, resident of 42 Rawson Road, expressed concern about friends and people 
being hurt by future presidential appointments. He requested the Selectmen represent Arlington 
by standing up against the appointments. 

Mrs. Mahon responded that this will be an agenda item on the 1/23/17 meeting and invited him 
to return and participate. 

Mr. Dunn stated that the Selectmen agree and that it is a goal of theirs to stay welcoming. Mr. 
Dunn then read Mr. Chapdelaine’s message highlighting: Arlington is a diverse community, 
services to the residents will continue to be delivered equitably and fairly without discrimination, 
and that life and work as Arlington knows it will go on. 

-Karen Thomas-Alyea, resident of 157 Newport Street, requested that the Town hold a 
referendum to “opt-out” of recreational marijuana sales facilities. She feels marijuana sales 
would have a huge impact on the character of Arlington. 
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TRAFFIC RULES & ORDERS / OTHER BUSINESS 


4. For Approval: Amendment to Schedule I, Traffic Rules and Orders for Cleveland Street 
Andrea Nicolay, Director of Libraries 

Mr. Dunn asked if there were times that could excluded from this parking request to open the 
space up for usage. Ms. Nicolay stated that weekends and holidays are not used for book 
deliveries to the library. 

Mr. Byrne moved approval with the exclusion of holidays and weekends. SO VOTED (4-0) 

5. Request: Sign on Letter for Clean Energy, Against New Pipeline Tax & Unnecessary New 
Pipelines 

Mothers Out Front Arlington-Carol Saunders Chamberlain, Susan Lees and Anne Wright 
Ms. Saunders Chamberlain requested that the Selectmen sign a letter to be sent to the state 
legislature in support of “Massachusetts must lead by example in pursuit of clean energy and 
climate action, propelled by the work of cities and towns like ours. Together we must safeguard 
against efforts to reimagine the pipeline tax, to enable oversubscription schemes, or to facilitate 
the build out of unnecessary, oversized gas infrastructure.” 

After some discussion, Mr. Dunn stated he needed more information about this complex issue 
before signing the letter. Mr. Byrne and Mr. Curro stated they felt comfortable signing the letter 
and that it is aligned with other decisions. 

Mr. Byrne moved approval. SO VOTED (3-0-1) 

Mr. Dunn abstained. 

6. Presentation: Bike Share Working Group Report 
Bike Share Working Group 

Mr. Federspiel, a TAC member, explained that the bike-share systems provide a network of 
stations with publicly available bikes, available to users for short trips at low cost. He went 
through the presentation stating the benefits, options, merits, locations, costs, timeframe, and 
next steps. 

After some discussion, the Selectmen agreed that their preference leans towards Hubway as a 
provider. They asked that there be more community outreach and will be interested in Vision 
2020 survey results. 

Mr. Curro made a motion to receive the report. SO VOTED (4-0) 

7. Approval: Minuteman Bikeway 25th Anniversary Committee Roster 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine updated the Selectmen on committee members, committee meeting schedule, 
and possible future events to be held in honor of the 25 th anniversary. 

Mr. Curro moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 

8. Approval: Lake Street/Bikeway Design Review Committee Roster 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine requested that the Selectmen approve the Design Review Committee members 
so that the first meeting can be scheduled to begin work on designing improvements to the 
intersection. 

Mr. Dunn moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 
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9. Discussion: Treasurer/Collector Position 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

The Selectmen and the Town Manager thanked Mr. Gilligan for his years’ of service and passion 
for the elected position as Treasurer for the Town of Arlington. 

In response to Stephen Gilligan’s decision to not seek reelection as Town Treasurer, Mr. 
Chapdelaine recommends creating a professionally appointed financial office instead of an 
elected office as it is currently. He will draft warrant articles for this year’s town meeting for the 
next Selectmen’s meeting, but would like to get a feel for what the Selectmen think. The 
Selectmen unanimously agreed that a professionally appointed financial office will better serve 
the Town with the major financial planning needed in the future particularly with the schools. 
Mrs. Mahon suggests it is the opportune time (with the leaving of Diane Johnson/School CFO 
and Stephen Gilligan/Town Treasurer) to unite both the town side and school side in this 
financial office as suggested in an earlier audit report. Mr. Curro further suggested that the 
Comptroller Office report to the Town Manager’s Department as suggested in an earlier audit 
report. Mr. Chapdelaine will return at the next meeting with warrant articles for Town Meeting 
discussion/vote this spring. 

10. Discussion: Recreational Marijuana 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine asked the Selectmen if they had interest in supporting a ballot question to “opt- 
out” of allowing recreational marijuana dispensary sales in Arlington. The Selectmen agreed to 
support a ballot question allowing the voters to weigh in but asked Mr. Chapdelaine to research 
the time line and answers to other questions regarding what is happening at the state level for 
recreational marijuana laws.

I write to provide the Board of Selectmen potential warrant article language for inclusion 
on the 2017 Annual Town Meeting Warrant from the Board. As an initial matter, please note 
that some of these matters may be duplicative with resident efforts to place similar articles on the 
warrant. 


ARTICLE_ VOTE/APPOINTMENT OF TOWN TREASURER 


To see if the Town will vote to convert the office of Town Treasurer from an elected to an 
appointed position through ballot question or referendum pursuant G.L. c. 41 §1B, home 
rule legislation, or other suitable method; or take any action related thereto. 


As the Board knows, our long-serving Town Treasurer, Mr. Stephen Gilligan has 
announced his intention to retire from public office. Given an impending transition, it is my 





understanding that there is interest in converting the Treasurer position from an elected office to 
an appointed one. If the Board of Selectmen is so inclined to forward such an initiative, there are 
a number of theoretical ways to achieve conversion, but all of them likely depend on putting the 
issue to Arlington voters. 

Under c. 41 sec. IB, “[a]ny office or board, except the board of selectmen and the school 
committee... may become an appointed position... by a majority vote of the annual or special 
town meeting and acceptance by the voters of the town at the annual town elections; provided, 
however, that any vote by a special town meeting taken under the provisions of this section shall 
take place at least 60 days prior to the acceptance of the voters at the annual town election. For 
purposes of this section, the positions of town treasurer and collector of taxes, elected pursuant to 
section 1, may be combined into 1 position and become an appointed position in the manner 
provided in this section. Such acceptance by the voters shall be in the form of the following 
question, to be placed on the official ballot: 

Shall the town vote to have its elected Town Treasurer and Collector of Taxes become an 
appointed Town Treasurer and Collector of Taxes of the town? Yes _ No _ 

Should both Town Meeting and the voters approve conversion of the office, some modest 
parallel or subsequent action will be required to update the Town Manager Act to reflect the 
change in relationship between the Treasurer and the Manager. A similar effect could be 
achieved through home rule legislation amending the Town Manager Act. However, practically 
speaking, some kind of ballot question or referendum would likely be prudent before requesting 
the Legislature convert an elected position to an appointed one anyway. There are a number of

considerations which would depend on which vehicle, if any, the Board chooses to pursue and I 
look forward to the opportunity to discuss them with you and answer any further questions you 
may have. 


ARTICLE __ BYLAW AMENDMENT/PRIDE COMMISSION 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town Bylaws to establish a Pride or GLBTQ 
Commission to advocate for a culture of respect, promote GLBTQ positive policies and to 
monitor progress toward equality of all persons with regard to sexual orientation and 
gender identity within the Town; setting forth the membership, duties and responsibilities, 
administration, and requirements of such Commission; or take any action related thereto. 

The greater Arlington community has expressed an interest in creating a specific Town 
commission to cultivate GLBTQ positive policies and practices within and throughout the Town. 
If the Board is so inclined to promote a warrant article for Town Meeting’s consideration, the 
above is derived from common mission and purpose statements of similar bodies in neighboring 
communities. 


ARTICLE_ RESOLUTION/SANCTUARY/TRUST ACT COMMUNITY 


To see if the Town will resolve to become a Sanctuary Town, joining hundreds of 
municipalities nationwide, providing a safe haven and sanctuary for undocumented 
residents of our Town, and protecting all residents from hate and prejudice, provided, 
however that this resolution shall not prevent law enforcement from investigating, 
arresting or charging someone for a crime or other legal infraction, or take any other 
action related thereto. 

AND/OR 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt a resolution that Arlington serve as a “Trust Act” 
Community (also known as a “sanctuary community”) to ensure that all immigrants can 
fully and safely participate in the civic and economic life of the Town by resolving to 
refrain from among other things: using Town resources for the purpose of gathering 
information regarding the citizenship, immigration status, ethnicity, national origin, 
religious affiliation for discriminatory purposes; engaging in or assisting in Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement in reporting, arresting, detaining deporting, or taking any other 
law enforcement action unsupported by separate and distinct warrants or probable cause 
from criminal conduct unrelated to immigration status; or take any action related thereto. 
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A number of simultaneous efforts by Town residents and bodies, including the Arlington 
Human Rights Commission have expressed great desire to establishing Arlington as a “Sanctuary 
Town” or “Trust Act” community. I am aware that this matter is separately on your agenda as 
the Arlington Human Rights Commission plans to present their version of a warrant article (the 
former above) as part of a wider discussion for your endorsement. If the Board is so inclined, 
there may be some distinctions between the ultimate Town Meeting motion pursued by like- 
minded efforts, but overall it is my recommendation that if either or both are pursued, they are 
presented as resolutions. I also look forward to the opportunity to discuss some of the 
distinctions between Trust Act ordinances adopted by neighbors such as Boston and the Town’s 
legislative options. 

ARTICLE_ ACCEPTANCE OF LEGISLATION/SENIOR PROPERTY TAX 

WORK OFF PROGRAM 

To see if the town will vote to accept Massachusetts General Law Chapter 59 Section 5K, in 
order to authorize Arlington to establish a program to allow residents age 60 and over to 
volunteer to provide services in exchange for a reduction in the real property tax 
obligations on the resident's tax bills, which reduction shall be in addition to any exemption 
or abatement to which that person is otherwise entitled; or take any action related thereto. 


ARTICLE_ ACCEPTANCE OF LEGISLATION/VETERAN PROPERTY TAX 

WORK-OFF PROGRAM 

To see if the town will vote to accept Massachusetts General Law Chapter 59, Section 5N, 
in order to authorize Arlington to establish a program to allow veterans, to volunteer to 
provide services in exchange for a reduction in the real property tax obligations of that 
veteran on the veteran's tax bills, which reduction shall be in addition to any exemption or 
abatement to which that person is otherwise entitled; or take any action related thereto. 


ARTICLE_ ACCEPTANCE OF LEGISLATION/ELDERLY AND DISABLED 

TAXATION FUND 

To see if the town will vote to accept Massachusetts General Law Chapter 60 Section 3D, in 
order to authorize an Elderly and Disabled Taxation Aid Fund in Arlington. Such fund will 
be created to allow taxpayers of Arlington to voluntarily check off an amount not less than 
$1 which shall increase the amount otherwise due, and to establish a town aid to the elderly 
and disabled taxation fund for the purpose of defraying the real estate taxes of elderly and 
disabled persons of low income. A taxation aid committee to be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen shall consist of the Chair of the Board of Assessors, the Town Treasurer and 
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three residents to carry out the provisions of this article and to identify recipients of such 
aid; or take any action related thereto. 


ARTICLE___ ACCEPTANCE OF LEGISLATION/CPI ADJUSTMENT FOR 

ELDERLY RESIDENTS 

To see if the town will vote to accept Massachusetts General Law Chapter 59 Section 5 
clause 41D, in order to authorize the Town to adjust annually, the gross receipts and whole 
estate, real and personal, as set forth in clause 41C to increase by the amount set in the 
Consumer Price Index published by the United States Department of Labor, Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, for each year; or take any action related thereto. 


The above potential warrant articles represent a mixture of options available to the Town 
for assisting eligible senior and veteran residents with various tax reductions, exemptions, and 
adjustments not presently afforded without Town Meeting action. Health Director Christine 
Bongiorno and her department thoroughly investigated and developed the aforementioned 
options in conjunction the Council on Aging and other Town Departments and staff, which 
recommend their inclusion on the warrant.

Re: Options Regarding Recreational Marijuana Restrictions 


Members of the Board, I write to provide you a brief synopsis of the imperfect options 
available at present with respect to the regulation of recreational marijuana sales in Arlington. S 
you will read below, there are actions the Town can take to either affirmative attempt to prohibit 
commercial sale in Town, or to gauge the public’s position on commercial sales in Arlington. 
Yet, neither option at present would provide certainty because the State has yet to clarify the 
process for prohibiting commercial marijuana licenses in municipalities. 

Legal Background 

As the Board will recall, the voters of the Commonwealth approved Ballot Question 4 on 
November 16, 2016, legalizing possession and sale of recreational marijuana. As articulated in 
the referendum, codified within the question is some vehicle a local option to limit or prohibit 
commercial sale of recreational marijuana within a given municipality. 

Specifically, M.G.L. c. 94G §3(a)(2) allows cities and towns to “opt out” of recreational 
marijuana commercial sales by “adopting] an ordinance or bylaw by a vote of the voters of that 
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city or town,” which “prohibits the operation of 1 or more types of marijuana establishments” or 
limits them in other specified ways. However, the law does not presently afford a clear 
mechanism for a town bylaw “by a vote of the voters .” Bylaws are not generally approved via 
referendum absent a clear mechanism afforded by specific provisions of state law. Hence, it is 
ambiguous as to whether or not a Town Meeting approved bylaw in and of itself would be 
sufficient, or conversely what kind of “vote of the voters” is necessary either. The law is also 
unclear as to whether or not the bylaw in question should be a town or zoning bylaw, though 
most analysis to date leans towards the former. 

In positive news, the Governor recently executed a bill which effectively extends the start 
date for the fledgling Cannabis Control Commission to begin accepting license applications from 
so-called experienced marijuana operators from October 1, 2017, to April 1, 2018, which affords 
communities like Arlington some time to wait for the State to clarify the mechanisms and 
procedures at issue. 

Options for 2017 Annual Election and Town Meeting 

If however, the Board feels compelled to act in the meantime, it may of course place an 
article on the warrant prohibiting or limiting the commercial sale of recreational marijuana in 
Arlington with the understanding that such a bylaw, even if approved by Town Meeting, may be 
deemed insufficient if not approved in some fashion by the voters. 

Alternatively, the Board could place a non-binding policy question on the 2017 Annual 
Election ballot pursuant to M.G.L. c. 53 §18A, by voting to do so at least thirty-five (35) days in 
advance of the April 1, 2017 election. Friday February 24, 2017 would be the last date for the 
Board to take such a vote. While ballot questions under §18A are non-binding by nature, it 
could satisfy the “vote of the voters” requirement of the statute so long as a sufficiently tailored 
bylaw would be adopted by Town Meeting. 

Finally, of course some pairing of both efforts may present a feasible option for satisfying 
c. 94G §3(a)(2). For example, a ballot question could ask voters whether or not the Town should 
prohibit licenses for commercial sale of recreational marijuana, and a subsequent Special or 
Annual Town Meeting could ratify the voters’ choice. The converse is also possible and has 
some precedent insofar as there are a variety of matters that appear on the ballot only after Town 
Meeting has approved the placement of a question. However, given the present state of the law 
could result in even such thorough efforts as a non-binding question coupled with a Town bylaw 
being deemed insufficient by the Attorney General’s Office. 

I look forward to discussing these issues with you further and answering any questions 
you may have.

The Board of Health at their December 7, 2016 meeting voted to support any local effort that can 
be made to hold a special election to allow residents to vote to opt-out of allowing recreational 
marijuana for sale in town. 

This vote by the Board of Health was made as a result of the passing of Question 4 on the 
November 8, 2016 state ballot where Massachusetts voters approved a ballot petition legalizing 
the recreational use of marijuana by persons 21 and over. As you are aware, the act, as written 
severely limits local control and it is the Board’s opinion that this lack of control could have a 
negative impact on public health and safety. 

We have learned many lessons in tobacco control in Massachusetts over the past two decades. 
The most effective method in controlling lifelong addiction to tobacco and decreasing youth use 
rates has been local control, which has allowed the Board of Health to develop policies that 
impact youth access. 

According to the National Institute on Drug Abuse (NIDA), about 9 percent of adults who use 
cannabis become addicted; the rate is 17 percent for people who start smoking in their teens. Its 
use during adolescence has also been linked to drug abuse and makes addiction more likely. 
NIDA is a Federal scientific research institute under the National Institutes of Health, U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services. 

The National Survey on Drug Use and Health 2013 and 2014, as reported by the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration, ranks Colorado as the #1 state in the nation 
for current marijuana use among youth, rising to that position since the legalization of marijuana 
passed in 2012. In that same survey, Massachusetts already ranked among the top ten states for 
current youth marijuana use. According to the Rocky Mountain High Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Area Report published in September 2016, youth marijuana use in Colorado increased by 20% 
following the legalization of recreational marijuana, even as the national rate declined by 4%. 


Between 2007 and 2013, the Arlington youth average declined by 17.2%, but has since risen by 
nearly 4%. With increased marijuana access comparable to that of Colorado, Arlington’s youth 
population is in a position to continue the development of this harmful reversal of the town’s 
usage trend. 

In summary, the impacts of allowing recreational marijuana for sale will have negative impacts 
on the public health and safety of our community primarily among our youth. It is the Board’s 
position that the voters of Arlington should have a voice in deciding whether to allow or opt out 
of allowing the sale of recreational marijuana in town. Please do not hesitate to contact me 
should you need additional information regarding this matter.

updated goals document, and a copy of the evaluation instrument. 

February 6, 2017 - March 6, 2017 - Board members complete evaluation 


instrument. 



March 6,2017 - Completed evaluation instruments are transmitted to the Chair of 


the Board. 

March 6,2017 - March 20, 2017 - Chair of the Board works with HR Director to 
compile scores from evaluation instrument and create one comprehensive evaluation 
document. 

April 3, 2017- Evaluations are discussed by the Board in public session at the 
regularly scheduled Board meeting. (May be adjusted based on my expected paternity 
leave.) 

I look forward to the beginning of the evaluation process and working with the Board 
to continually enhance my performance as Town Manager.

POLICY AND PURPOSE 

The purpose of this review instrument is to formally appraise the Town Manager’s performance 
on an annual basis. The document allows the Board of Selectmen to assess the Town Manager’s 
performance in management practices and in the accomplishment of goals. Through the review 
procedure, Board members will recognize strengths, offer positive feedback, and suggest any 
areas that require corrective action. 

Individual performance review forms will be prepared by members of the Board of Selectmen. 
The Chair or his or her designee will prepare an overview document, compiling the scores and 
comments of indivdual board members. 

PROCEDURE 

1. The period of review is March 1 through February 28 . 

2. The Town Manager will submit a narrative self-evaluation; a copy of the narrative and a 
blank review form will be distributed to each Board member at that time. 

3. Board members will submit reviews by a date set by the Chair. The Chair, in cooperation 
with the Human Resources Director, will compile scores from individual reviews and 
develop a consensus overview document. 

4. Board members may meet individually with the Town Manager to discuss aspects of the 
performance review document. 

5. The Chair will provide the other Board members and the Town Manager with the consensus 
review overview document prior to the meeting at which the document will be publicly 
discussed. 

6. The overview document will be finalized for placement in the Town Manager’s file at a 
regular meeting of the Board of Selectmen.
